met*!, IO per cent lighter than any 
previously known—lighter even than 


solidified gas—was shown for

first time Wednesday night by scien­ 


tists at the New York Electrical so­ 
ciety. 
A new magnetic machine at Ph ila­ 
delphia extracted a bare trace of it, 
all there is to date. This was shown 
— a silver-colored patch about the 
size of the head of a Lincoln penny 
and thinner than paper. 
The new stuff is “ lithium 
six.” 
extracted from ordinary lithium at 
the Bartol Research foundation. 
It 
was shown and explained by Dr. W . 
F. G. Swann, director of the founda­ 
tion. 
The machine extracts it 
at 
an 
electrical power cost of about $5,500 
a pound. 
Lacks Value At Present 
The present practical value of the 


new metal is nothing. 
But the po­ 


tential field it opens is enormous, 


because it is the first time that man 
has been able to obtain a visible, 


weighage amount of any of the 


strange, twinned substances which 


■ 'onipcua all the metals, gold alone 
| excepted. 
Ail but gold ar? made of two or 
more different 
weights of atoms, 
whose properties differ, whose re­ 
actions are 
expected 
to vary so 
greatly as to make possible hitherto 
undreamed of metallic substances. 
In atomic quantities, too small to 
be seen even under a microscope, 
scientists have in the last five years 
proved the existence of these twin­ 
ned substances, which they call iso­ 
topes. 
Tenth Of Gram On Hand 
The Bartol foundation has about a 
tenth of a gram of the lightweight 
stuff, “ lithium six.” 
It has more 


than a gram of the other twin, 


lithium seven," which is something 


heavier than ordinary lithium. 
The new separation machine is a 
mass spectrograph made by Dr. L. 
H. Rumbaugh, of the Bartol founda­ 
tion 
In it lithium 
is heated to 
something 
under 
2.000 
degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
At this temperature it 
is a vapor, and much of this vapor 
is strongly electrical—or in techni­ 
cal language, is ionized. 
The ionized vapor is composed of 
the two isotopes of lithium, distin­ 
guished by their respective atomic 
weights of six and seven. 
The ma­ 
chine runs these electrified particles 
through a magnetic 
field, 
which 
focuses them so that they will elec­ 
troplate a glass surface. 
Electroplate Separately 
The light weight lithium electro­ 
plates a different 
spot 
than 
the 
heavy lithium, with the result that 
two piles are built up. 
It took 24 
hours to get 
the 
respective 
piles 
shown Wednesday. 
Ordinary lithium is the lightest of 
metals. 
It is composed of a mix­ 
ture of tho two varieties, “ six” and 
“ seven.”
